CHOOSE RIGHT VARIETY 
FOR GOOD ALFALFA CROP 


GUELPH -- Length of stand, 
resistance to bacterial wilt and 
time of maturity are the three 
factors to be considered when 
choosing alfalfa varieties, says 
Dr. B.R. Christie, Crop Science 
Department, Ontario Agricul- 
tural College, Guelph. Ont- 
ario farmers have seven recom— 
mended varieties to choose from. 

Alfalfa stands can be main- 
tained in good condition for 
four to six years, with good 
management and the proper var- 
iety. If the stand is in a rota- 
tion where it is going to be 
pluwed down in two years any 
of the varieties may be used. 
In stands to be harvested for 
four or more years, only Vernal 
and Narragansett should be con- 
sidered. 

The problem of bacterial wilt 
is usually evident only after the 
third or fourth year and there 
are only two wilt-resistant var- 
ieties, Saranac and Vernal. 

There are two groups of alfal- 
fa varieties -- the early matur- 
ing Flemish varieties and the 
later maturing standard varieties. 
Early maturing varieties bloom 
five to seven days earlier and 
cre usually considered when 
large acreages of alfalfa ore 
grown by one farmer so the har- 
vest can be spread over a longer 
period of time. Total yields are 
about the same for the two types 
of alfalfa for the first two years. 

The Flemish varieties can be 
grown alone or in combination

Statement By Agriculture Minister On Introducing An Act 
To Amend The Community Centres Act 


Mr. Speaker, in introducing 
these Amendments to The Com- 
munity Centres Act, | think it 
would be useful to review brief= 
ly the purposes of this legisla— 
tion and the degree to which it 
has been utilized in the public 
interest. The Community Cen- 
tres Act became a part of the 
Statutes of Ontario in 1948, 
when it replaced the former 
Community Halls Act. 

The original and continuing 
intent of this Act was to en- 
courage and provide a means 
whereby community centres and 
recreational facilities would be 
established in all areas of this 
Province. Under the legisla- 
tion, grants are paid to munici- 
polities and in some cases to 
school boards, to assist in the 
building of community halls, 
skating arenas, outdoor skating 
rinks, athletic fields and swim- 

ming pools. As a result of this 
program it is fair tosay that hun- 
dreds of communities, many with- 
out sufficient local resources, 
have been able to enjoy the 
benefits of well planned and 
equipped recreation facilities 
and a community centre where 
meetings and other functions 
might be held. Since 1948 when 
the Act went into effect, until 
the end of our last fiscal year, 
March 31, 1967, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Food 


has paid a total of $6,474,745.71 
in grants to provide these com- 
munity facilities. Two hundred 
and seventy-nine grants were 
made toward the cost of provid- 
ing arenas, 169 on combined 
arenes and community halls, 
1,397 on athletic fields, 270 on 
outdoor rinks, 776 on halls and 
206 on swimming pools. 

Both urbanand rural muni- 
cipalities, including Indian Re- 
serves, qualify for those grants, 
although the impact of the pro- 
gram has been much greater in 
rural communities where, prior 
to the introduction of the Act, 
there existed few, if any, al- 
ternative facilities for recrea- 
tion or other organized commun- 
ity activities. Under this pro- 
gram most communities have been 
able to provide adequate hous- 
ing for their fairs and exhibitions, 
their conferences and meetings, 
as well os their recreation ac- 
tivities. These centres have pro- 
vided a home for our 4-H and 
Junior Farmer activities, meet- 
ing places for women's groups 
and local organizations, and 
facilities for seed fairs, live- 
stock shows, purebred livestock 
sales, machinery demonstrations, 
trade fairs, and a multitude of 
social activities. The fact that 
in most cases the facilities are 
in constant use, | believe, is 
evidence that this program has 
served the Province of Ontario 


extremely well. 

Under the proposed Amend- 
ments to The Community Cen- 
tres Act, this legislation is 
being updated in line with the 
times. We are recognizing that 
there are increased costs in- 
volved in establishing these 
facilities. Whereas the grants 
in the past were ba ed on 25% 
or a maximum of $5,000, for 
any single project, we are in- 
tending to substantially increase 
these grants and to broaden the 
base upon which municipalities 
may participate. 

The new grant system will 
provide for 25% of the cost of 
@ community hall, skating arena, 
athletic field, or outdoor skat- 
ing rink, with amaximum grant 
of $10,000. 

In the case of an indoor or 
outdoor swimming pool the grant 
will be to the extent of 25% of 
the cost, with a maximum grant 
of $15,000. If the grant is to 
be used for building a combined 
community hall and skating 
orena, it will be to the extent 
of 25% of the cost, with a max- 
imum of $20,000. In the case 
of a combined community hall 
and indoor swimming pool, the 
grant will be 25% of the cost to 
© maximum of $25,000. 

Another Amendment to this 
Act provides a means whereby 
municipalities may join together 


in providing a community centre, 
with each municipality eligible 
to receive grants. The combined 
grants will be limited to a maxi- 
mum of 50% of the cost of pro- 
viding these facilities. In this 
case the amendments also provide 
for equal membership in the 
Community Centre Board from 
each of the participating muni- 
cipalities. 

The grants will continue to 
be provided for the establishment 
of athletic fields, outdoor swim- 
ming pools, outdoor skating 
rinks, and, in unorganized mun- 
icipalities, community halls in 
conjunction with schools, but 
the definition of a school board 
has been amended to bring it in 
line with the amendments being 
introduced by the Minister of 
Education in The Schools Ad- 
ministration Act. 

The amendments brought for- 
ward in this new Act clearly 
indicate the importance with 
which this government views @ 
the local community as a social, 
business, educational and rec- 
reational centre. By increasing 
the allowable grants toward the 
Provision of these facilities, we 
are not only assisting the local 
communities to meet the rising 
costs of labor and materials, we 
are encouraging the residents, 
young and old, to participate 
in community activities.

Control Corn 
Pests With 
Seed Treatment 


Pest control in seedling corn 
con only be obtained by treating 
the seed before planting. Seed 
companies normally treat the 
seed with fungicides but treat- 
ment for insect control is gen- 
erally left to the grower. 

Wireworms — shiny, yellow, 
six-legged worms up to an inch 
long- and the seed corn maggot - 
tiny (one-eighth inch long)white 
and legless - are the two insects 
commonly attacking newly pain- 
ted seed. Both insects feed only 
on the seed and can severely re- 
duce seedling stands. 

All seed should be treated, 
says D.J. Pree, Ridgetown Col- 
lege of Agricultural Technology. 
The low-cost treatment could 
save the farmer many dollars. 

Treatment may either be sep-| 
orate or in a combination seed 
dressing which includes insecti- 
cides for both insects and a fun- 
gicide. Lindane is used for con- 
trol of wireworms, and diazinon 
is effective for the control of 
seed corn maggots. Maggots are 
usually on annual problem and 
ore porticularly destructive dur- 
ing a cool wet spring. Treat- 


corn, Mr. Pree warns. First, 
use the rate recommended on the 
insecticide package. Second, 
thorough mixing is essential; 
poor mixing leads to poor cover- 
age and less effective insect con- 
trol. Third, insecticides alone 
as a seed treatment may result in 
reduced germination. Check to 
see if the seed has been treated 
with a fungicide and if it has 
not, use an insecticide-fungicide 
combination, suggests Mr. Pree. 

All insecticides are poisonous, 
so wear protective rubber gloves 
and avoid inhaling the dust. Fol- 
low all precuations listed on the 
label. 

Two other insect problems 
farmers should be on the lookout 
for ore northern corn rootworms 
and European corn borer. Root= 
worms may be a problem in fields 
where corn has been grown for 
three or more years. The corn 
borer has not been a large prob- 
lem fo date in Ontario, but 
growers, particularly those using 
minimum tillage practices, should 
be on the alert for high popula- 
tions in 1968. 

In trials at Ridgetown College 
of Agricultural Technology in 
1967, corn rootworms reduced 
yields as much as 36 bushels per 
acre in some fields which had 
been incorn for four or five years. 
The best method of controlling 
this insect is by rotation, but 
there are a large number of in- 
secticides such as aldrin, hepta- 
chlor, chlordane, Thimet, Di- 
syston, Birlone or diazinon which 
may be used as a soil treatment. 
Aldrin, chlordane, and hepta- 
chlor may be used only if corn 
will be grown for a number of 
years. Long-lasting residues 
will appear in root crops and 
dairy cattle feed. 

Corn borer damage begins in 
eorly June. The leaves of in- 
fested plants will show a number 
of small holes, some the size of | 
shotgun pellets, some larger. If |
